FIRE FIGHTING. 


Fire Insurarce Office 
Founded In the Year 1682. 


In the reign of King. Richard the 
First the ward-motes ordered that all 
persons who dwelt in great houses 
within the wards should have a lad- 
der or two ready and prepared to suc- 
cor their neighbors in case of fire; 
further, that all persons should have 
in the summer time, and especially 
between the feasts of Pentecost and 
St. Batholomew, vefore their doors a 
barre! full of water for quenching 
such fire, if it be not in a house which 
had a fountain of its own; also that 
reputable men of the ward, with the 
Aldermen, should provide a strong 
erddk of iron, with a wooden handle,

together with two chains and two 
strong cords, and that the beadle 
should have a good loud-sounding 


horn. 

It was also strictly forbidden, says 
The Home Counties Magazine, that 
any person should be so daring as to 
be found wandering about the streets 
of the city after the curfew had rung 


at St. Martin’s-le-Grand, upon pain 
of being arrested. This makes rather 
pleasant and amusing reading, in 


view of the great freedom: enjoyed by 
citizens of the present day. 

The first mechanical contrivance for 
fire was a syringe or 
ns bi It was two feet in length, and 
when in use was fastened by means 
of straps to the body of a man. Some 
were worked by three persons, two of 


whom held the squirt and nozzle, 
whilst the third worked the pision 
within. These early ongines were 


much in demand, and after the Great 
Fire they increased in larze numbers, 
ultimately giving way to improved fire 
sngines. 

Two years after the disastrous con- 
flagration of 1666, the City Corporation 
established a force of men, styled the 
Fire Police. Each parish was provid- 
ed with the following implements:— 
Leathern buckets, pickares, sledge- 
uammers, shovels, and brass hand- 
squirts. The enormous damage caused 
vy the Grent Fire led to tle estab. 
lishing of insurance offices. The first 


office, the Phoenix, waz founded in 
682, and its meetings and business 


| transactions were held at the famous 


Rainbow Coffee “House in Fleet 
Street. This was followed hy the 
Hand-in-Hand (1696), and a few years 
ater, 1706, the Sun Office was estab- 
lished. Each individual company kept 
ts own engines and firemen, the lat- 
ter wearing distinctive liveries.

Mr. Parker added that there 
been few more unsatisfactory years in 
the history of the coal mining industry 
and that prices were depressed to such 
an extent that, when (the total returns 
for the year were footed up, the bal- 
ance probably would be on the wrong 
side of the ledger. 

“The anthracite industry in 1911," 
he said, “probably was as firm as any 
‘other in the country. A part of the 
‘increase in production was due to the 
stock of fuel in anticipation of April 
,l, 1912, when the wage agreements 
jterminate. The bituminous trade on 
‘the whole has been demoralized and 
discouraging and much of the busi- 
hess was conducted at a loss.”

New York.—The State failed to fix

A verdict of “Not Guilty” was 
returned by the jury in the case of 
isaac Harris and Max Blanck, pro- 


prietors of the factory, who were in- 
dicted for the holocaust. Unusual pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent a re- 
petition at the court of the demonstra-

the defeudants during the trial. The 
corridors and entrances were guarded 
by policemen 

The jury gave their verdict after 
deliberating ‘or an hour and forty-five 
minutes.

passed out through a line of police- 
men to the street, a large crowd ot 
men. women and children awaited 
them. Qne hysterical man tried t 
press through the throng erying “Not 
tuilty? Not Guilty? Murder, Murder, 
Murder! He fell on the steps of thc 
Court house in convulsions, gasping 
that he had lost a sister in the fire.

Reindeer Meat Next Delicacy 
Washington.--Reindeer meat from

Pacific Mid-ocean, Dec. 25th —The 
Foreign Missior.s Investigation Com. 
mittee, as well as other passengers, 
had the novel experience of losing a 
day from ihe calendar—a Sunday at 
that. They retired on Saturday the 
®3rd and awakened in the morning of 
December 26th. It was determined, 
however, that this adjustment of the 


calendar should work no real loss; 
but thet Sunday and Christmas day 
thould be observed as one. Pastor 
Russell was called upon for a sermon 
in the interest of his immediate hear- 
*rs and also for his world-wide con- 
zregation of millions reached through 
the public press. Responding, the 
Pastor said: 

It is a new experience to many of 
as—this losing of a day for the recti- 
fieation of the calendar. And yet I 
reflect that, after all, many of us have 
lost many days each year in a very 
similar manner. As we journeyed 
westward we have kept setting our 
watches back rapidiy, and thus mak- 
ing our days twenty-five hours long, 
entil now we have reached the 
reckoning period, and must make 
good all those advanced hours by 
ttriking out one whole day. So some 
of us have lengthened our days into 
nights and have figuratively burned 
the candle at both ends, only to find 
that in the end there must be com- 
pensations, and that we really have 
ained nothing over those who have 
Faken life moderately. 

Some have done this in the pur- 
suit of pleasure, others in pursuit of 
wealth, others in pursuit of honor. 
We admit that extraordinary effort 
in any of these directions is unwise 
Only in two ways could an enforced 
expenditure of life’s energies be ap- 
proved as wise and judicious. One 
of these would be in the service of 
our God, the other in the service of 
fellow-men; and it is not strange that 
In Divine providence what might be 
termed “‘over-exertion” in these two 
directions is usually non-injurious, 
and that there are compensations of 
mental and spiritual rest and refresh. 
ment. peace and joy obtainable in no 
ether quarter—which the world can 
neither give nor take away. 

Since we are obliged to lose a Sun- 
fay, how fortunate we are in having 
Christmas day instead, and thus to 
tombine in our experiences the two 
days which mean so much to us in a 
tomm-morative way and as “shadows 
of better things to come.” (Hebrews 
t, 1). The birth of Jesus as the 
Rabe of Bethlehem already links this 
fay in our rainds with His birth from 
the dead on the first day of the week. 
And these two events, inseparable in 
their importance to the Church and 
the world, combine peculiarly before 
our minds to-day. 

Christmas day reminds us of the 
necessity there was for a perfect man 
jo give himself as the Ransom-price 
-the corresponding price for the first 


Adam's transgression—before recon 
tiliation with the Father could be 
possible. Hence, as the Scriptures 


portray, the great Logos, the ‘First 
born of every creature’ (Colossians 
|, 15), humbled Himself, laid aside 
His glory and dignity as a spirit be- 
ng and took the lower, the human 
nature, in order “that He, by the 
grace of God, should iaste death for 
tvery man.” (Hebrews ii, 9.) Be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit at the time 
of His consecration at baptism, it 
was necessary that He shoul! be 
dorn of the Spirit in the resurrection 
~that He should become “the First 
fruits of them that slept,”’ ‘‘the 
First born among many b ehren,.” 
“the First-born from the dead.” (IT 
Corinthians xv, 20; Romans viii, 29; 
Colossians i, 18.) 

My text for the occasion is the mes- 
tage of the angels who announced 
the Saviour’s birth—"Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward :1en."—Luke ii, 14. 

It is essential that the dignity, the 
lory, the honor of our Omnipotent 
reator should be maintained; and 
It is advantageous to the interests of 
all His creatures to know of His 
greatness, to appreciate His glory 
and to render to Him the homage His 
lorious character deserves. It may 
e asked, Why should the angels lay 
special stress upon rb wad EE and 
honor at such a time? ad there 
been any reflection against the Di- 
vine glory and honor? We answer, 
Yes. For more than four thousand 
years our earth, so large to us, but 
teally so small a portion of the Uni- 
verse, had been e# scene of disorder 
uite out of accord with the remain- 
er of that Universe. It had been a 


blet unon the otherwise wonderfu! 
and gracious management of the 
Great Creator. Elsewhere, God's will 
was perfectly done. Amongst men 


there had been fur forty centuries a 
reign of sin and death. Satan exer- 
cised usurped influence over man- 
kind, preying upon human weakness, 
ignorance and superstition. As the 
Apostle declares, he had become “the 
gcd of this world,” “who now work- 
eth in the children of disobedience” 
(II. Cor. iv, 4; Eph. ii, 2). In 
language of Jesus he was the Prince, 
or ruler, of this world, in that the

We can only imagine how matters

not the brittleness of glass or porc: 
lain, can be machined after bein 
shaped, is pressed coid, thus perm 
ting the Insertion of metal parts; dex 
not shrink or warp in the process « 
making, thus securing accuracy an 
uniformity in size, and can compet 
with glass and porcelain tn price 
These are surely a list of qualities 
which should insure it a very Jarge 
use.

and ammohium carbonate, to diminish 
the quantity of yeast required and to 
improve the appearance of bread wade 
with spoiled flour. 

Denatured alcohol, costing one-eighth 
the price of pure alcobol, is used for 
the manufacture of the Hqueurs and 
iperitifs, which are so largely con 
In France. Alcohol, denn 
tured by the addition of methyl al 
cohol, ts mixed with an equal volume 


lof water and exposed for a few days 


to the sun, air and rain, which have 
the effect of precipitating the methy! 
aleohol so completely that Its flavor 
remains barely perceptible.

PLAGUE IN CHINA MOST DEAD. 
LY IN WORLD'S HISTORY. 


The Oriental Scourge, Aided by Ig- 
norance and Superstition, Spreads 
With Fearful Rapidity—Classed 
With the Black Plague !n Point of 
Its Thoroughness In Wiping Out 
Peopie In Its Path. 


All the resources of science have as 
yet proved unavulling in the battle 
with the deadly scourge that is now 
sweeping the northern coast of China 
The plague, which is of pneumuonic 
type, is spreading with fearful rapid- 
ity aided by the ignorance and super- 
stitution of the inhabitants and the 
ansanitary conditions. Thousands of 
soffins containing the corpses of 
nlague victims have been burned by 
ue authorities in charge of the na- 
tive city of Harbin. In view of the 
bitter prejudice of the Chinese against 
sremation, it was not possible to 
adopt this extrem measure until the 
arrival of heavy military reinforce. 
ments, and it is believed that the 
eccumulation of dead bodies contri 
buted much to the spread of the dis. 
ease, the earth being so frozen that 
they could not be buried. The author 
ities are unable to affirm positively 
bow the epidemic originated, but 
favor the theory that the first victim 
was a Chinese trupper who contracted 
the disease from the fur of an animal 
resembling the marmot and bearing | 


the Chinese nume of “‘bartagen,” 
since when it has been spread by 
buman agency, not by rats. 


It is recognized that the pueumonic, 
or Mongolian plague, is far more 
Eo and more contagious than 
the bubonic plague which is a source 
ef continued uneusiness. Mongolian 
plague is explained as the worst 
wn form. Only one case of it has 
ever been reported in the United 
States. What meusures would have 
bo be resorted to should the disease 
reach the United States is not dis- 
cussed, it being the firm determina- 
tion of the authorities to prevent it 
ever reaching thut country. A single 
tase might necessitate the most dras- 
tic measures and result in a scourge 
fifficult to check or eradicate. 

Many American missionaries and 
paysicians are in the forefront of the 
ght in Manchuria and grave fears 
ure entertained for their safety. 

Low temperature is probably favor- 
sble to the activities of the disease 
and no recoveries have been report 
xd, even after the use of the anti- 
plague serum, which was expected to 
sonfer immunity. It is the only dis- 
tase known to history from which 
there has been no imstance of recov- 


"Dr. H. A. Peck, American medical 
sttache to the Chih Li provincial 
Government, who is investigating the 

mfected districts, says as follows: 
“The plegue is wholly of the pneu 
monic type, because the bacillus em
